difficu lt to see how they affect the in­

pocketbook. 
They 
swell 
the 
total of fires in the cost of his own in­ 
su rance protection. Again, the property 
destroy ed in arson fires y ields no fu rth e r 
lax rev enu e. This decrease m u st be m ade 
u p by tax ing other property more heav ily . 
Once more the arson thief has his hand 
in y ou r pocket! 
Incendiary fires take a heav y toll of 
hu m an life becau se they spread so ra pid ­ 
ly , often inv olv ing other stru ctu res and 
trapping innocent v ictims. Firem en lose 
their liv es becau se of u nex pected ex plos­ 
ions and collapse of floors and walls. 
If a su fficient nu m ber of people inter­ 
est themselv es in the problem, the activ i­ 
ties of fire bu gs can be cu rtailed s h a rp­ 
ly .

Mu ch of the w orld’s menu is American, 
say s B. E. D ahlgren, acting cu rator of 
botany for the 
Field 
Mu seu m of N at­ 
u ral History . M any foodstu ffs w’hich ori­ 
ginated in this hem isphere are grown in 
practically ev ery part of the earth now- 
day s. The Irish potato is not Irish, bu t 
Sou th 
American, and the sweet potato 
is also a nativ e of the W estern hemis­ 
phere. The Irish potato was introdu ced in 
Eu rope in 15 8 0. 
“ The tomato, known as the ‘Peru v ian 
a pple ’ as fa r back as the Six teenth cent­ 
u ry , a nativ e plant of Sou th America, was 
first introdu ced into Eu rope as an or- 
iiamental plant and only in recent y ears 
has been grown in many parts of the 
w^orld as an im portant food. Corn, kid­ 
ney and lima beans, pu mpkins, squ ash, 
cranberries and peanu ts were all origi­ 
nally American, bu t « are today cu ltiv ated 
the world ov er. Plants of medicinal and 
narcotic v alu e w^hich are inclu ded am ong 
the New W orld contribu tions inclu de qu i­ 
nine, cocaine 
and 
tobacco,” 
Dr. 
Dahi- 
gren say s. 
Concord and cataw'aba grapes are *‘de- 
v elopments of the wn’ld fox g rape fou nd 
in the New' W orld by early colonial set­ 
tlers. A noth er essentially A m erican fru it 
is the pineapple which is propu larly as­ 
sociated with the H aw aiian Islands, bu t 
originated 
in 
northern Sou th 
America, 
notably Brazil. 
These and m any other 
fru its, 
first contribu ted 
to 
the 
w'orid’s 
menu by America, are now su ccessfu lly 
grow n in m any parts of the w'orld and 
their A m erican orgin has been forgotten. 
One w'onders wdiat the 
people 
of the 
Old W orld ate of old w ithou t these im­ 
portant foods from the New W orld of the 
A m ericans.” 
O ffsetting 
these 
American 
contribu t­ 
ions, the A m ericans hav e im ported coffee 
w h ea t and other small grains, nu m erou s 
fru its 
and 
green 
v egetables, 
E u ropean 
grape stocks. W^atermelons, Dr. D ahlgren 
say s, orginally cam e from Africa notw ith­ 
standing th a t it is "'a delicacy consider­ 
ed to be 100 per cent A m erican.” R u bber 
trees w ere first seen along the A m azon; 
“ it seems poetic ju stice th a t Sou th A m er­ 
ica, hav ing lost ru bber, gained throu g h 
the introdu ction of the coffee tree from 
Eu rope. . . . The finest grades of coffee 
are now grow n on the high sloping A nd­ 
ean m ou ntain rang es.” 
The Am ericas hav e contribu ted impor- 
tently to the W orld ’s menu s, 
bu t the 
w'orld has contribu ted to the American 
menu s. A nother w ay of looking a t it is 
to concede th a t all the nations hav e in­ 
terch anged 
u sefu l 
food 
plants. 
In 
the 
processes

This happens when he toes i 
out as a result of the w eakness of 1 
the foot in beginning flat foot or 
w'eak foot. 
High 
heeled shoes 
in 
women 
which are worn on the inside of the} 
heels and soles, and in which fhe j 
heels tend to be bent outward, in-J 
dicate that the wearer is harmed by j 
high heels. High heels put quite a , 
strain on the ankles and muscles' 
of the calf (to say nothing of gen-j 
eral posture). When the calf and 
ankle 
muscles 
are 
not 
strong' 
enough to maintain the ankle line 
erect on top of the high heels, the 
heels tend to flare outward so that i 
from 
behind 
the lower legs

The point w here the sole wears j 
out may indicate a possible weak­ 


ening of the transverse arch of the 
foot, or possibly an enlargement 
of the bone or joint underneath. 
Wearing out of the extreme tip of 
the sole indicates a weakness or 
sometimes a paralysis of the mus­ 
cles so tliat the toes are dragged. 
A 
shoe whicli wears out “ nor­ 
mally," indicating a healthy foot, is 
one in which the heel wears out at 
the very back in the middle, or 
slightly to the outside, and the sole 
tends to wear out in the exact cen­ 
ter of the ball of the foot.

A quick succession of ev ents with­ 
out parallel in peace time brought 
forth two proclamations from the 
White House y esterday as Mr. Roose­

ATHENS, Greece, Ma rch 6.—Gen­ 
era l Pla stira s, who w'a s hea d of the 
revolutiona ry government of 1922- 
24, set up a milita ry government in 
Greece toda y. 
Yesterda y’s genera l election re­ 
sulted in a slight ma jority for the 
pa rty hea ded 
by former Premier 
Pa na yoti 
Tsa la dris. 
Genera l 
Pla s­ 
tira s a sserted tha t in his opinion 
this situa tion did not permit of the 
i esta blishment of a sta ble govern­ 
ment. 
In a procla ma tion, the genera l a n­ 
nounced tha t a ll meetings would be 
forbidden a nd tha t a ny ga therings 
in viola tion of this order would be 
dispersed by force. 
Tw'o elections in five months, he 
decla red, 
proved 
tha t the pa rlia ­ 
menta ry regime ha s been una ble to 
furnish a sta ble government or “ to 
I wa rd off threa tening da ngers of a n­ 
a rchy, fra tricide a nd economic ca l- 
' a mity.”

The ca binet will meet Tuesda y to 
set the da te for the reichsta g con­ 
voca tion. 
The electora l endorsement of the 
Hitler government’s 
“ Na tiona listic 
revolution” with its policy of sup­ 
pressing Communists a nd Socia lists 
lea ves no doubt tha t the next few 
months wrill be devoted to wiping 
out the la st vestiges of both De­ 
mocra cy a nd Communism. 
Hitler’s Na zis will comprise the 
la rgest group ever sent to a Ger­ 
ma n pa rlia ment, the fina l ta bula tion 
giving them 28 8 sea ts in a reich­ 
sta g with 647. 
Their Na tiona list 
a llies got 52 sea ts. 
They got 17,- 
264,000 a nd 3,131,000 votes respec­ 
tively of the 39 ,290,000 ca st. 
If the Communists a re ruled out, 
a s is expected. Cha ncellor Hitler 
will domina te the situa tion entirely, 
the Na zis thus obta ining clea r ma ­ 
jorities on both the reichsta g a nd 
the Prussia n diet. 
The Na zis a nd 
Na tiona lists w'on 43 a nd nine per 
cent, respectively, of the diet sea ts. 
In view of the sweeping rightists 
victory, the tra de unions, with a 
tota l of 7,000,000 workers a nd white 
colla r employes under Socia list a nd 
Centrist influence, fa ce a nnihila tion. 
These ha ve been the ba ckbone of 
the resista nce to Hitler a nd it re­ 
ma ins to be seen w'hether Hitler, 
like 
Mussolini, 
will 
a ttempt 
to 
crea te a substitute Fa scist la bor or­ 
ga niza tion.
